Nothing that was not there two hundred years 
ago. ‘Indeed not somach ; for Victoria “ tangle- 
leg” has sadly decimated the native tribes which 
formerly inhabited the island, We, to a great 
extent, agree with our contemporary as to the 
absurdity of keeping up an elaborate and expen- 
sive political machinery, when something very 
much more simple.and cheap might meet all the 
requirements of the present population ; and we 
have nodoubt that a six years’ experience in 
governing the island will lead Governor Ken- 
nedy to recommend the Imperial Government to 
give them some such system, instead of chat 
“« Responsible Government” for Which they, 
short time ago, considered themselves quite fit. 
But with British Columbia the case is essential- 
ly different. Neither’ New Westminster, nor 
Yale, nor Hope; npr Douglas, nor Lillooet, nor 
Lytton, nor Clinton, nor Quesnelmouth, nor Rich: 
field)nor Barkerville, wor Cameronton, nor Lew- 
iston, nor Princeton, nor Fisherville, can, with 
any show of reason, élaim to Le British Cc jlumbia. 
We have'a stretch of country five handred miles 
long and half as many wide, dotted over with 
towns, and miving camps, and agricultural set- 
tlements, and intersected with roads, and tele- 
graphs, and navigated by steamers, and these 
varied interests are all the time multiplying and 
extending their ramifications, 80 that a system 
which might be applicable to the small inhabited 
patch on Vancouver Island would hardly do for 
British Columbia.. The system of Government 
adapted to this colony must necessarily be some- 
what more complex and expensive. Indeed, 
with a few alterations and modifications, and 
with the Civil List pruned down as low as might 
be Compatible with the public interests, the sys 
tém we-have would, under a good Governor, do 
very well for sometime to come.

. A WORD ABOUT OURSELVES. 


_— 


1t has for some time been the custom of the 
Victoria newspapers, of course warmly seconded 
by their Barkerville adjanct, to allude to this 
journal as a ‘‘ Government organ,” a ‘‘ Govern- 
ment hack,” &c., while “toady,” “ sycophant,” 
and divers other opprobrious epithets have been 
unspatingly hutled at ourselves. One’ wonld 
have imagined that the past history of the Brir- 
ish Cotumsray should have protected us against 
such unjustifiable attacks. Unlike the persons 
from whom these attacks emanate, we can point 
to a journalistic career, extending over nearly 
five years, without a single curve in it. While 
these weathercock journalists have been guilty 
of no end of political tergiversation, propounding 
one theory one day and contradicting it the next, 
we have pursued theeven tencr of our way, 
swerving neither to the right band nor to the 
left, unaffected by Executive patronage or Ex- 
ecutive persecution. When first we ldunched our 
little bark upon the troubled .and unexplored 
waters of British Columbia politics, on the 13th 
February, 1861, we boldly enunciated our politi- 


‘eal creed, although every article in it was oppos- 


ed to the policy of the Governor. who at that 
period administered the affairs of the couttry. 
Nor did we halt.or-waver.in the advocacy of 
those views during the three succeeding years of 
that Administration, although no joornalist could 
have been more exposed to the seductive influ- 
ence of Executive patronage, on the one hand, or 
ecutive frowns and opposition, on the oth- 

r. It will still be within the recollection of 
many of our readers that the opposition which 
we gave to the Administration of Governor Doug- 
las lost none of its pungency under the influence 
of Executive patronage. While the fourth page 
of this journal was subsidised as the Government 
Gazelle, the strictures appearing upon the 
remaining pages were neither kess frequent 
nor less pointed than they were at a 
time when that patronage was withheld, and 
when the circulation of the paper was in- 
terdicted by the Autocrat of those times, who 
declared in his wrath that “ the Barish Concw- 
BIAN shall not be permitted to pass through Her 
Majesty’s mail-bags.” A change of Govern- 
ment took place in the spring of 1864, and’ with 
it a.change of policy. All those great measures 
which we had so long and so uniformly advoea- 
ted were recommended by the. Legislature, and 
have been adopted by the present’ Government! So 
far, we have been enabled to give the new. Ad- 
ministration & pretty uniform support, simply-be- 
cause their policy is. identical with our creed. 
The Administration adopted the policy advocated 
from the first in these columms, beeause they 
were convinced that it was what the country de- 
manded. They have come round to owr way of 
thinking, not we to theirs. Under these circum- 
stances, surely wo can, without any sacrifice of 
principle or independence, support the Govern- 
ment in carrying out that policy:, ‘True indepen- 
dence we conceive to consist.in supporting o 
‘Government in the right, and opposing itin the 
wrong —not in Opposing it right or wrong. Un- 
der a former Administration the opportunities 
for supporting the Executive were, unfortunately, 
the exceptions to the rule—under the present one 
they are, happily, the rule. Nor have we been 
slow to condemu-what we'believed to be wrong, 
under the present regime. The Waggon ‘Tire 
Bill, and the Pounds Bill, introduced during last 
session, met with the, strongest opposition at our 
hands ; and to that opposition the defeat of these 
iniquitous measures is undoubtedly mainly to be 
attributed. We opposed the imposition of so high an” 
export tax upon gold, advocating one shilling 
upon unassayed and sixpence upon assayed guld. 


“Wo gave a bitter opposition to the extra allow- 


ances tovcertain Magistrates, and to the vote 
for increasing the salaries of officials, ‘while 
we advocated the abolition of Tonnage Dues, 
the reduction and consolidation of Road Tolls, 
and the enactmentof some law by which the 
Chinese, mining in this colony, would be made 
to contribute their fair quota towards the-public 
Yevenue: But we did not allow a difference of 
opinion upon these few and comparatively. unim- | 
portant points to drive us into a hostile and undis-

body sees, beyond official circles, while the ‘e- 
casional notices which are imserted in our columns 
are paid for at a less rate than We charge private 
advertisers, and the small pittance, for which 
we give nearly double valde, is doled out to (ns 
with a parsimonious hand. Indeed, for the matter of 
that, the Victoria papers, are the recipients of 
wore British Columbia Government patronage 
than ourselves. It will be seen, therefore, that 
no journalist could be less open to the charge of 
supporting the: Government from sordid motives 
and that no journalist could well occapy a more 
thoroughly independent’ position in respect to 
the Government than we do. If to accord a 
hearty support to all measures which we believe 
calculated to promote the best interests of the | 
country, and to give an uncompromising opposi- 
tion to those we deem to be of an adverse char- 
racter, is “ toadyism”—being a ‘‘ Government 
Organ,” then are we a “ toady,” and the Barrisi 
Cotumaian is a ‘ Government Organ.” But, un- 
til it can be shown that we are the recipients of 
Executive favors, and that our course has been 
influenced thereby, our contemporaries would do 
well to look nearer home, and see to it that their 
own hands are clean, and. that their tortuous 
and inconsistent course can in no way be attributed 
to less noble considerations-and influences than 
those which should ever guide the pen of the pub- 
lic journatist.
